MAGAZINES AT LIBRARY 


Fine Assortment of Periodicals On the 
Reading Table 


More than forty periodicals of all 
classes are received regularly at the 
Public Library. The magazine table 
constitutes one of the most popular 
features of the library and the use made 
of the periodicals by library patrons is 
constantly growing. 

One of the recent innovations has been 
the securing of duplicate copies of five of 
the most popular monthlies. One copy 
is kept on the reading table for a month, 
as before. The extra copy is put into 
circulation at once with a time limit of 
three days. This gives ample time for 
keeping in touch wth any particular arti¬ 
cle or serial in which one may be inter¬ 
ested, and a considerably larger number 
of people is reached and accommodated 
in this way than would otherwise be 
possible. The practice seems to stimu¬ 
late more regular reading of the period¬ 
icals instead of such reading as might 
fallow casual inspection of the magazine 
table under the old plan. All magazines 
are put on the shelf for circulation when 
a month old. 

Among the periodicals recently added 
to the list is the Hibbard Journal, “a 
quarterly review of religion, theology and 
philosophy.” It may seem rather sur¬ 
prising to some but it is a fact, accord¬ 
ing to Mrs. Wheatly, the librarian, that 
this magazine receives more attention 
from voung men than from any other 
class of readers.

n>i How to Use It In Washing Soiled Gar* 
ments and Feathers. 

— To clean with gasoline the first thing 

_ to do is to obtain gasoline of a suit- 

gc able grade. A simple experiment will 
P- determine this and make you inde- 
^ pendent of tbe advice of your dealer. 
I" Pour a little on a piece of white writ- 

ing paper of good quality. If the gaso- 
tt - line leaves no trace of grease on the 
_ paper after evaporation you will be 
- e safe in using it: otherwise it is useless 
for your purpose. 

Second, buy enough gasoline both to 
wash and rinse your garment. Two 
; e gallons are enough for a dress, pro- 
1 , vided you wash it in a proper recep- 
i- tacle, which retards evaporation by ex- 
l ; posing a comparatively small surface 
s ; to the air. Many women fail of sue 
cess because they do not realize rhe 
necessity of rinsing the garment in 
s plenty of clean gasoline The gasoline 
that is left after a garment is washed 
a « an be allowed to settle and rhe clear 
gasoline at the top used again It 13 
not advisable, however, to use the 
*’ same gasoline too often. 

Now as to the method of procedure 
1 for garments in general Soak rhe gar¬ 
ment in gasoline If it is much soiled 
. twenty-four hours Is not too long In- 
i stead, your labor will be lightened and 

- the garment saved much destructive 

1 rubbing. P.e sure that the vessel in | 
which you place the garment and gas- i 
oline has a tight eover. A wash boiler 
can he used. Cover the opening with j 
„ two or more Turkish towels, and over 
these place the lid and weight if down 
. all around. 

>" Procure a small washboard and. put¬ 
ting it into the boiler, rub the gar¬ 
ment vigorously, just as If using water 
Before wetting the garment It is a 1 
• good plan to locate all the spots that ' 
need particular atteution by hasting j 
around them with a thread of con j 
trusting color. They are then easy to 
find when the garment is wet. The 
under parts of sleeves, the neckbands 
and the hems of skirts must receive 
special attention in the matter of ruh- 
biug. Do not expect the gasoline to do 
all the work, for it will disappoint you. 
Rinse the garment in clear gasoline 
and hang in rhe sunshine and air to 
dry. Finally press it with an Iron of 
suitable temperature to remove the 
creases and also whatever odor may 
remain. During the whole process up 
to the pressing keep your work out of ' 
doors. 1 

There are a few special ways of 1 
using gasoline which it may be well to ] 
mention. White ostrich feathers can ' 
be cleaned by using gasoline and flour, i 
Stir in enough flour to make a thiu < 
white paste. Thoroughly shake the 
feather in this. Dry by waving in rhe < 
sunshine and air. The flour will shake 
out. leaving your feather white, soft 
and 'beautiful. 

Chiffon ruebiugx which are soiled. S 
but not crushed, eau be rejuvenated by 
shaking them in dear gasoline and 
then drying rhem in sunshine and air. ,j 
Small articles, such as fancy ueckwear s 
I in general, which must be treated gen- p 
fly, can he put into a fruit jar nearly j 
filled with gasoline. Using a rubber t ] 
ring, screw rhe top ou tightly. Let the 
articles soak for some rime and then 
shake them vigorously. Rinse in tbe ,, 
same manner in clear gasoline. Dry In r 
the sunshine and air. 

Coat collars can often be cleaned by 
wetting a doth Id gasoline and then 
rubbiug rhe soiled part. If the fabric ^ 
will warraut It and is much soiled use Jl 
an old toothbrush for this purpose In- ' 
stead of the doth. B 

Neckties cannot always be cleaned 
by the simple rubbing process. If that E ' 
is so try using a brush dipped in gaso- 
line to scrub the soiled parts. Satin. E< 
of course, does not permit of this treat- B. 
ment. Grease spots can be removed B. 
by rubbing the spots with a good 1 D-
